John Dillon and William O'Brien 
on Their Way to 
America. 


They Slipped Away and Avoided 
the Ordinary Routes 
of Travel. 


Enthusiasm in the Ranks of the Na- 
tionalists Over the Escape. 


The Government Confused Over the Hood- 
winking of the Officers Set to Watch 
the Irish Leaders—Excitement in Dublin, 
Tipperary and Lenden—Suffrage Agita- 
tion in Belgium Causing Alarm—Ke- 
strainizg German Em igration—Dr. F. 
M. Biber, an Awericas, Imprisoned in 
Switzerland—Sig. Crisp Denial—En- 
glish Iron Masters Reducing Wages—An 
Epidemic Scare in Londer—Irish Ratl-

TIPPERARY, Oct. 10.— When the court was 
opened this morning to continue the hearing 
on the summonses against the police for as- 
saulting the populace gathered ia the vicinity 
of the Court-house on the occasion of the be- 
ginning of proceedings against Messrs. Dillon 
and O’Brien, it was found that neither Mr. 
Dillon nor Mr. O’Brien were present. Rumors 
are current that both gentlemen yesterday 
sailed from Queenstown for the United States. 
Both of the Irish leaders were on Monday last 
at the conference of the Irish National party 
held in Dublin, designated as members of the 
delegation to visit America and present the 
political position in Ireland as it exists to- 
day. They ure also instructed to enlist the 
sympathy and aid ofthe American people in 
behalf of the famine-threatened Irish peas- 
antry. 

EXCITEMENT IN TIPPERARY. 

Much excitement prevailed jn Tipperary 
when it became known that Messrs. 0’ Brien 
and Dillon had abandoned their defense and 
left the place. Confirm ef, the rumor 
that they have left the ’ been re- 
ceived. Tlere la no confirmation, however, 
of the report that they sailed from Queens- 
town yesterday for the United States. 

All the other defendants who are jointly 
charged with conspiracy with Messrs. Dillon 
and O’Brien were present in the court. Mr. 
Ronan, prosecutor for the Crown, announced 
the absence of Messrs. Dillon and O'Brien and 
asked the Court to append to their ball 
bonds the usual certificate of non- 
appearance. Mr. Healy, of counsel 
fer the defendants, submitted the 
argument that the sureties on the bail bond 
had fulfilled their obligations when Messrs. 
O’Brien and Dillon appeared in court on the 
first day of the trial. The crown, he said, 
had subsequently amended certain particu- 
lars of the charges and therefore the bail 
given for the defendants no longer held good. 

BAIL FORFEITED. 

After listening to the arguments on this 
point, the court announced that in its opin- 
ion the charges against the defendants, al- 
though they had been amended by the Crown, 
were substantially the same. It therefore 
granted Mr. Ronan’s request, and the court’s 
certificate of non-appearanes was attached to 
the bail bonds of Messrs. Dillon and 
O’Brien. An adjournment was then taken to 
enable the crown to consider what steps 
should be taken. Warrants have been issued 
for the arrest of Messrs. Dillon and O’ Brien. 


The Report Confirmed, 


Lonpor, Oct. 10.—The startling report 
which reached this city from Tipperary this 
morning to the effect that the Irish leaders, 
Mesers. Dillon and O’Brien, had departed 
from the country, is confirmed. There is 
little, any, doubt that their objective point 
is the United States. It is known, however, 
that they hive avoided the ordinary_routes 
of travel between the two countries, Ind up 
to the present hour absolutely nothing Is 
known of the manner in which the two 
gentlemen succeeded in eluding the watch- 
fulness of the large police and military force 
gathered in and about Tipperary. Ball in the 
case of both Mr. Dillon and Mr. O’Brien will 
at once be estreated, and already the an- 
nouncement is made on behalfof the Irish 
National League of its intention to recoup the 
sureties. Theescape has excited great ad- 
miration and enthusiasm in the ranks of the 
Nationalists, both in England and Ireland, 
while the Government is confased by the 
readiness with which officers, cautioned to be 
especially on the alert, have been hood- 
winked. 


Red“ Jim McDermott. 


MONTREAL, Oct. 10.—In the revelations by 
Michael Davitt in the issue of the Labor World 
concerning Red Jim’’ McDermott’s doings 
in this city seven years ago, he mentions the 
fact that he had denounced McDermott asa 
spy to the editor of the Evening Post. That 
gentleman was Mr. H. J. Gloran, who is now 
crown prosecutor for the district of Montreal, 
and President of St. Patrick’s Society. Last 
night he more than corroborated Mr. Davitt’s 
statements. He said: ‘‘In the summer of 
1883, while I was editor of the Zvening Post and 
the Witness, McDermott came to Montreal for 
the alleged purpose of placing his boy in col- 
lege. He called upon me. He introduced him- 
self as a newspaper man attached to one of 


the Brooklyn dailies. He was probably the 


most profane man whe professed to be a 
gentleman that lever met. He pronounced 
himself a dynamiter and a most fervent ad- 
vocate of the school of O' Donovan Rossa, 
whose part leular friend he professed to be. 
He talked about ali sorte of dynamite 

and was prepared to carry them out in 
Dominion of-Canada. He invited me to meet 
him at St. Lawrenee Hall, but the scoundrel- 
ism was too palpable on his face to meet him 
or have 
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to a young Montrealer, Mr. Muldoon, to blow 
up the statue of the Queen in Victoria Square. 
He also talked loudly of committing other 
depredations. The fact that the authorities 
knew of his schemes and never made any at- 
tempt to arrest him was. conclusive to me 
that he had the protection of the English Gov- 
ernment. He then went to Quebec, where he 
met with little success in making dupes. He 
then returned to New York, where he came 
within an ace of meeting the fate he deserved, 
largely owing to the expose made of him in 
Canada. Shortly afterward he left for Ireland, 
where he manufactured the plots of which 
Davitt speaks.’’ 


A Queer Court Martial. 


HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Oct. 10.—The devel- 
opments in the court martial for running the 
Pylades ashore are interesting. The vessel 
left Jamaica ona cruise, Lioyd, the navigat- 
ing officer, being left ashore sick. The master 
attendant of Jamaica and Commander Rogers 
were on board, and as the vessel came out of 
Jamaica he advised Commander Young which 
passage to take, but that gentleman gave him 
to understand that he was Captain of the ves- 
sel. Commander Rogers wentbelow. Not 
long afterwards he was ashore, and it has been 
stated that had there been much sea she 
would have been lost. Commander Young 
was reprimanded and Rogers censured. The 
Chief Engineer and three men have been tried 
by court martial. The engineer was dismissed 
and lost all seniority. Here is a case where 
one is punished for something which has not 
cost the service anything, and where another 
simply gets reprimanded when the service 
loses $5,000 and comes within an inch of to- 
tally wrecking a fine ship. 


In a Swiss Prison. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 10.—News comes 
from Switzerland that Dr. F. M. Biber, 
Nevada’s commissioner to the Paris World's 
Fair, is in prison at Selnaic, Switzerland. 
Biber bad word sent here several 
months ago that be way dangerously 
sick, and then came a report that he was 
was dead. This was probably to prevent 
many Nevada mining men whom he had 
swindled from prosecuting him. In Nevada 
he ‘‘salted’’ mines and gained so hard a rep- 


utation that wonder was expressed when he 


was appointed commissioner. Many valuable 
mineral specimens intrusted to him to ship 
bome he sold, and he also swindled the peo- 
ple in Zurich, Berne and other cities by sell- 
ing bogus mining securities. For these of- 
fenses he was imprisoned. 


A Lord Sent to the Werk- House. 


LONDON, Oct. 10.—Lord Cahir was arrested 
yesterday at Corydon, in Surrey, on com- 
piaint of one of his neighbors whom he had 
threatened with bedily harm. He was 
locked up in a ceil in the police station 
over night and was arraigned in court 
this morning. Whenhis case was called he 
took a place at the table devoted to the use of 
solicitors and swore freely at the magistrate 
and otherwise acted in a disorderly manner. 
The magistrate committed him tothe Work- 
house. It is belle ved that he is insane. 


Restraining German Emigration. 


BERLIN, Oct. I10.—The Government is con- 
sidering the question of placing some restraint 
upon emigration, witha view of preventing 
males who may become liable to military 
service from leaving the Empire until they 
have performed such duty. A decrease in the 
number of eligible conscripts is reported from 
several districts of the empire, and especially 
South Germany, where emigration is fast in- 
creasing. A measure to control emigration 
will probably be submitted to the Reichstag. 


Iron Masters Reducing Wages. 


Lonpon, Oct. 10.—The iron masters belong- 
ing to the Midland Board have decided to re- 
duce wages 5 per cent. This affects many 
thousands of Iron workers, and is owing to the 
reduction in the selling price of iron. 

LONDON TRADES’ COUNCIL. 

The cagpenters and joiners have withdrawn 
from the London Trades’ Council on the 
ground tnat they cannot agree to the eight- 
hour system voted by the congress at Liver- 
pool. Other trades are expected to folle w. 


Suffrage Agitatien in Belgium. 


BRUSSELS, Oct. 10.—The workingmen’s and 
universal suffrage agitation is assuming such 
an acute phase that the military have been or- 
dered held in readiness for any outbreak. 
Tue latest proposition is to hold a working - 
men’s congress at the same time as the sitting 
of Parliament, on the ground that the suffrage 
laws exclade workingmen from representa- 
tion in the latter body. 


Father Matthew Anniversary. 


LonDon, Oct. 10.—The one hundreth anni- 
versary of the birth of Father Matthew, the 
celebrated temperance advocate, occurs to- 
day. The papers contain long articles eulo- 
gizing Matthew’s character and summing up 
the important results which have flowed 
from his labors. Celebrations by the various 
Father Matthew societies are in progress 
to-day. 4 


Nicaragua’s President BRe-Elected. 


SAN JUAN DEL Sox, Oct. 10.—Dr. Robert Sa 
Casa, who succeeded to the presidency of 
Nicaragua on the death of Eva Rista Carajo, 
in August, 1889, has been re-elected by an 
overwhelming majority for a term of four 
years. Elections took place all over the Re- 
public with the exception of Granada. No 
disturbance of importance occurred, 


Lenden Alarmed, 


Lovpox, Oct. 10.—The publication of sta- 
tistics by the health authorities, showing that 
there have been 849 cases of scariet fever and 
850 of diphthériain London during the past 
fortnight, has caused a decided sensation. 
Considerable alarm is felt lest the diseases 
should become epidemic, and unvresually 
strong precautions are being enforced. 


Liverpool Cartmen Win. 


LIVERPOOL, Oct. 10.—A settlement of the 
strixe of the cartmen in this city has been 
practically decided upon at a conference be- 
tween the men and the employers and to the 
advantage of the men. The result of the con- 
ference was received with loud cheers by the 
men, who were holding a meeting at the time 
the settlement was reached. 


German Nebitity Censured. 


BERLIN, Oct. 10.—The Kreus Zeitung, n an 


article believed to be inspired, severely cen- 
sures the German nobility asa class, for the 
laxity of their lives and warns them te reform 
and refrain from debauchery. The article 
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through the mails when they learn that the 
alleged lottery is merely a charitable bazaar 
for the benefit of the Master Miseri-cordlal 
Hospital in Dublin. 


Irish Railway Servants’ Conference. 


DUBLIN, Oct. 10.—The Railway Servants’ 
Conference, now in session, has adopted res- 
olutions censuring the police authorities for 
persisting in the practice of shadowing 
peaceable citizens with no ether apparent 
object than annoyance. 


Signer Crispi’s Denial. 


Lonypon, Oct. 10.—A dispatch from Rome 
Says that Signor Crispi has formaliv dented 
the statement in a published interview that 
he spoke ofthe German Emperor as a bon 
garcon, or good boy. The Emperdér was said 
to have regarded the term as indicating a lack 
of regard for his dignity. 


Au M. F. Investigating. 


VICTORIA, British Columbia, Oct. 10,—Sir 
George Smyth Saden Powell, M. P. for one of 
the divisions of Liverpool, arrived Wednes- 
day night. His objectisto gather informa- 
tion about the sealing industries and the 
Behring Sea dispute, 


Providing for Idle Workmen; 


VIENNA, Oct. 10.—The Vienna muncipal 
authorities have voted to contribute 5,000 fler- 
ins to the fund for the relief of such workmen 
as may be deprived of employment by reason 
of the United States tariff. 


Fereign News in Brief. 


The Pope will donate a million lire towards 
the church which itis proposed to erect in 
honor of the jubilee of his priesthood. Another 
million lire are to be subscribed by the 
public. 

The ship owners at Grangemouth, Scotland, 
the seaportof the Clyde, have imported men 
from Norway to take the place of their former 
employes who are on strike. 

The project for an international exhibition 
at Vienna in 1895 is well under way. Ten mil- 
lion dollars have been devoted to the purpose.

MUST LIVE IN STYLE, 


A Referee te Determine the Amount Nec- 
essary for Miss Lawrence's Support. 


NEw YORE, Oct. 10.—Judge Barrett of the 
Supreme Court yesterday appointed E. A. 
Kent referee to take testimony with a view to 
ascertaining what amount is necessary for the 
support of Esther Gracie Lawrence. Miss 
Lawrence is about 17 years ola. She is a 
daughter of the late Gen. Albert G. Lawrence 
and a granddaughter of Wm. Beach Law- 
rence. By her grandfather’s will she is en- 
titled to one-fifth of the net income ot his 
estate during the life of her aunt, Esther G. 


Wheeler, who is now 55 years old, and a ro- 
mainder in one-fifth of the principal at her 
death. The estate left by her grand- 
father amounts to about $140, 000 
personalty and fully $1,000,000 in real estate 
in this city.

The Single. Tax Leaguers De- 
termined to Run N. 0. 
Nelson for Congress. 


They Receive Mr. Cobb’s Platform 
and Are Not at All Pleased 
With His Views. 


The Democratic Nominee for Congress in 
the Ninth District Asked a Number of 
Questions and Gives Unsatisfactory Re- 
plies—A Large Number of Names Secured 
to the Nelson ‘ Petitions—Sheriff Pohl- 
man’s Campaign Methods—Ai Kinsey's 
Expense--General Political News. 


The supporters of the single tax and free 
trade doctrines in the Ninth Congressional 
Distriet express their determination to run 
Councilman N. O. Nelson for Congress de- 
spite that gentieman’s Geclarations that he 
he does not care to make such a race. The ad- 
vocates of single tax and free trade form a 
goodly number of voters in the Ninth District, 
and they aver that they cannot support either 
Seth W. Cobb, the Democratic nominge, or T. 
J. Prosser, the choice of the Republicans, 

Some ten days ago some twenty gentiemen, 
who favor free trade, wrote to Mr.Cobb asking 
him to declare himself on certain questions 
which they gave in the letter. Some of these 
gentlemen have been classed as Republicans 
and others as Democrats. Among the signers 
ofthe letter were John M. Dutro, the car 
wheel manufacturer; W. B. Addington, a 
chemist; Henry H. Hoffman of the Heideman- 
Benoist Saddlery Co. and Dr. Henry S. Chase. 

Mr. Cobb replied to their queries in the fol- 
lowing strain: 

COBB’S PLATFORM. 


GENTLEMEN—Replying to your favor of the 
30th ult., I take pleasure in stating that in 
the matter of the questions prepounded to 
me, and in fact upon all questions pertaining 
to taxation, I stand squarely on the platform 
of the Democratic party, as defined by re- 
cent national conventions, and especially by 
those of 1876, 1884 and 1888. In addition to 
this general statement of my position, I have 
no hesitation in answering your several ques- 
tions seriatim. 

1. Are you in favor ot the repeal of all pro- 
tective features in the tariff laws? 

Answer—l amin favor ofa tariff for rev- 
enue only. lrecogrize the fact that with a 
government with annual expenditures so 
large as those now required forthe support 
oftne federal government and with the na- 
tional debt still unpaid, itis necessary and 
expedient to raise a large proportion 
of the federal revenues in accord - 
ance with the terms of the constitution, from 
duties on imported goods; but Ihold that 
these duties should be imposed solely fer the 
raising of revenue; that they should be as low 
as is compatible with the raising of the neces- 
sary revenue and thatthey should bé so ad- 
justed as to fall heaviest on articles of luxury 
and lighteston articles of necessity, not los- 
ing sight of the importance in levying these 
— in protecting the interests of American 

abor. . 
2. Ara you in favor of protection te any 
extent whatever? 

Answer. This question is answered in my 
answer to the previous one. I do not believe 
in protection for protection’s sake, or in 
duties levied for any other purpose than the 
raising of revenue necessary to the support 
of the Federal Government when economically 
administered. 

8. Do you believe that men have a natural 
right to universal free exchange, and do you 
believe that a cundition of universal free 
trade would be economically best for all? 

Answer—I hold that every man bas a nat- 
ural rignt, im trade and in all other rela- 
tions with his fellow men, to act in 
accordance with the dictates of en 
lighted self-interest, to the extent that 
this action would not interfere with the equal 
rights of others. Whether or not a condi- 
tion of universal free trade“ would be eco- 
nomicaily best for all strikes me as one of 
those questions about which we may specu- 
late, but concerning which it is not necessary 
at this stage of our country’s 
affairs to reach an .aflirmative con- 
clusion, because it is impracticable. The 
science of politics is the science of dealing 
with existing facts and conditions, and my 
view of wha; should be levied in the way of 
imposts, and for which purposes, under ex- 
isting conditions, is clearly stated in my am- 
swer to previous questions. 

4. Do you believe that, in general, legisia- 
tion should be based upon the principle that 
each individual should have full liberty to do 
what he wills, limited only by the equal rights 
ef all other individuals?

Construction of the Will ef the late Jeseph 
Garteidg With Reference to Trustees’ 
Powers, Etc—The Will of Louis Ottenad 
and Its Previsiens—-A Compromise With 
a Miner—Legal Notes. 


Judge Withrow this morning gave judgment 
to H. T. Bennett against the Missouri Pacific 
Ry. for a total sum of $1,845 55. This was in a 
suit instituted to recover the value of two lots 
of cotton consisting of 20and 19. bales respect- 
ively, that were destroved by fre near Gaives- 
ton, Tex., Nov. 20, 1887, and that had been 
transported over the defendant’s railroad 
from Hillsboro, Tex. The cotton was shipped 
under bilis of lading that guaranteed the rates 
of freight from Hillsboro, Tex., to Greenville 
and Norwich, Conn, and that absolved the 
defendant railway company from loss from 
the destruction of the same by fire. 

The plaintiff contended that as the law of 
Texas prohibited a common carrier from iim- 
iting its common law liability the fire clause 
in the bill of lading was not operative. The 
defendant railroad held that the bills of lad- 
ing were interstate contracts the rates of 
freight being guaranteed from Hilisbero to 
Greenville and Norwich, Conn., and the cot- 
ton being consigned to Bennett at the latter 
places. 

Judge Withrow found that the bills of lading 
were Texas contracts and thatthe exemption 
clause setup by the defendant being void 
under the laws of the State, the defendant is 
liable as at common law. Hence the judg- 
ment for plaintiff. 

JOSEPH GARTSIDE’S WILL CONSTRUED. 

In the matter of Charles EH. Gartside vs. 
Mary Ann Wiggeman, Robert Wiggeman, her 
husband, and Joseph W. Branch, Judge 
Withrow to-day construed the willof the Jate 
Joseph Gartside. The will appointed Charles 
E. Gartside and Jos. W. Branch executors and 
also designated them as trustees. They were 
authorized to sell under certain 
restrictions and there was alse intrusted 
to them the duty of making 
partition among the widow and surviving 
children of the deceased, The testator fur- 
ther provided that the respective shares that 
might be allotted to his four daughters should 
be held by the same trustees ia trust for their 
sole benefit upon the division of his estate. 
Charles E. Gartside declined to serve as one 
of the etecutors and the defendant Branch 
administered on the estate and made his final 
settlement in 1887. Soon afterward the young- 
est heir having arrived at full age the trust- 
ees proceeded to make division of the estate 
into six equal parts according to the pro- 
visions of the will, having first set apart for 
the benefit of the widow @ sufficient fund to 
produce an annual income of $5,000. 

At the time of the execution of the deeds of 
partition, Branch made a deed by which he 
declined to accept the trusts for the benefit of 
the daughters, and the shares to be held in 
trust forthe benefit ofthe widow. After the 
filing ef this deed, Branch continued to act as 
trusteefor Mary Ann Wiggemann, and with 
her consent sold a portion of her real estate 
toone Rathell. A doubt having arisen as to 
the effect of Branch’s deed of disclaimer and 
the title and powers of the plaintiff, 
Chas. E. Gartside as sole surviving trustee 
this proceeding was instituted. The court 
after reviewing the facts in the light of au- 
tho rities,jconciudes 

„That the deed of disclaimer executed 
and delivered by Joseph W. Branch was suff 
cient to relleve him from any further obliga- 
tion as trustee, and that it is operative to vest 
the full title to the trust property 
in Charies E. Gartside as acting trustee under 
the provisions of the will, and that the 
trustee has no power or authority to sell any 
part of the real estate held by him for the 
separate use of the defendant, Mrs. Wegge- 
mann, otherwise than at auction.“ , 


Louls Ottenad’s Will. 


The will of Louis Ottenad, probated this 
morning, is peculiar in some ot its provisions. 
He devises to his daughters, Josephine,$i,000; 
Emelie, $1,000; Caroline, $2,000, and Leuise, 


54, 000. The remainder of his estate is 
to be divided into eleven qual parts. 
One-half of one partis to be held by trustees 
who are to pay the income to the testator’s 
son, Louis Ottenad, Jr., during hig life, and 
at his death divide the principal among his 
children, Three-fourths ef one part isto be 
held by trustees fer the benefit of testator’s 
son, 
come from it trom a time two 
years after the testator’s death until 
he is married. After hie marriage he is to be 
paid 10 per cent of bie share annually until it 
is all absorbed. The remaining fractional 
parts of the two parts and all of the nine parts 
remaining aretorevert tothe estate, which 
is then to be divided into equal parts-for the 
testator’s children—William, Adoiph 8B., 
John R., Josephiae, Emelie, aroline, 
Louise, Augusta, Balser and Mary Han- 
nauer. The benefit accruing to the 
estate on the testator’s death from St. Paul's 
Benevolent n is to be divided as fol- 
lows: German St. Vincent Orphan Associa- 
tion, $200; pastor of Sts. Peter and Paul's 
Church, $100; St. Vincent de Paul Society for 
Ste. Peter and Paul’s Coprferencs, $100. 
Adolph B. Ottenad and Wm. Ottenad, testa- 
tor’s sons, are named as trustees and as ex- 
ecutors without bond.

CHARITABLE CITIZENS CONTINUE TO 


SWELL THE AMOUNT, 


Contributions Come From All Sources to 
Aid the Distressed Family of the Dead 
Officer—A Good Werk Which is Being 
Well Dene—The Receipts To-Day. 


The fund for the widow and orphans of 
Officer James Brady was increased greatly 
yesterday, and it was with much satisfaction 
that the charitable people of St. Louis saw the 
amount swell so greatly. The increase to-day 
is not so great as yesterday's, and one cannot 
help fearing that the festivities of the season 
have to some extent made even the kind- 
hearted forget the grief-strieken widow, the 
fatheriess children and the enafeebled old 
mother, who have been left without support, 
unprotected and penniless. While every one 
is looking forward with pleasant expectancy 
to the visit of the President of the United 
States to-morrow, while holidays send balls 
and parades are occupying the public 
mind, the family of the brave officer killed 
for duty’s sake, is at home, surrounded only 
by the gloom of death and the cloud of pov- 
erty which hangs threateningly over them.

MR. WOLF IS MISSING. 


A New York Failure in Which Creditors 
Allege Fraud. 


NEw Tonk, Oct. 10.—Max Wolf, a manu- 
facturer of cloaks at No. 36 Lispenard street, 
has failed, with liabilities of more than $50,- 
000. As his visible assets are said to be small 
his numerous creditors haye been taking all 
the means within their power to protect 
themselves. They are also looking for Mr. 
Wolt with diligence. Mr. Wolf, however, has 
disappeared, and not even his wife seems to 
know where be is. It is supposed that he has 
cleared out to escape the consequences of 
his acts. Messrs. Blumenthal 4 Hirsch, 
who are counsel for a number of 


creditors, yesterday filed a number of attach- 
ments against Wolf. The affidavits on which 
the attachments were issued stated that on 
Oct. 7 Wolfand his wife conveyed the parcel 
of real estate known as No. 264 East Broadway 
for $22,856, the deed being dated Sept. 6.

‘iabilities, in which he claimed assets to the 
amount of $16,570 and liabilities of $1,100. Mr. 
Blumenthal says the real liabilities are be- 
tween $50,000 and $60,000, with insignificant 
assets. Mr. Blumenthal declared that there 
was astrong flavor of fraud about Wolt’s 
transactions and an order for bie arrest might 
be applied for if he could be found.

THK LOTTERY’S LAST LFG. 

The Democratic Anti-Lottery Com- 
mittee of Louisiana sends a letter of 
thanks to the Post-Dispatcn for as- 
sistance rendered in the fight against 
the rechartering of the Louisiana Lottery 
Co. and against its use of the United 
States mails in violating with impunity 
the lottery laws of our own and forty-one 
other States, and further aid is solicited 
in procuring both State and Federal 
action to prevent the use of the express 
companies in the transaction of the illegal 
and pernicious lottery business. 

The POst-DIsPaTCH will continue to sup- 
port all proper measures for the eradica- 
tion of the lottery evil as one of the most 
insidious and demoralizing forms of rob- 
bery. Wewill not only continue to urge 
a stricter enforcement of the State law 
but all proper amendments to make that 
law more effective against lottery ticket 
dealers and all agents of the swindle, And 
no State or municipal officer who shows 
himself indifferent, incapable or unfaith- 
ful in the prosecution of these offenders 
and the execution of the laws can expect 
anything but exposure and opposition 
from the Posr-Disraren when he be- 
comes a candidate again.

There will be no ‘‘shut-dowa,’’ no strikes, 
and in ten years I agree to have a free library, 
gymnasium and hospital for my help: I 
further agree to find politicians who will 
point to this new industry as one that bas 
grown up entirely under the beneficent work- 
ings of protection. I will refer to this indus- 
try myselfas depending absolutely upon the 
gierious American idea of protection. 


Our Army ef Pensioners. 
From the New York WORLD. 4 

The report of the Commissioner of Pensions, 
just made pubHo, contains facts and figures 
which would be startiing if the ceuntry had 
not grown accustomed to them. 

The number of pensioners on the rolls on 
the lst of July was 587,944. The eriginal claims 
allowed during the year— full quarter of a 
century after the close of the war—was 66, 687. 
This ie six times the number allowed in 1875, 
ten years after the end of the war, and nearly 
twice the number allowed in 1885. 

The number of claims filed under the new 
dependent pension act up to Sept. 30, three 
months only after its passage, was 460,282. 
This is double the number estimated by the 
friends of this pauperizing law as likely ever 
to apply for support under it, If but halt of 
these claims are allowed the pension list of 
the United States will contain 768, 000 names, 
which is equal to the standing army ot Ger- 
many. And whereas the cost of the German 


pension list will cost this year $15, 000,000 and 
another year and thereaiter probably 200, 
000 , 000.

MULLANPHY’S WILL 


The Interesting Document Dis- 
posing of the Mullanphy 
Millions. 


It Contains No Legacy, However, 
for the Heirs of John 


Welsh. 


Bryan Mullanphy First Willed a Fortune, 
Then Cut Off in a Codicil—Bequests to 
the Archbishop of St. Louis— Old St. 

*Loutsans Excited Over the Powers Suit— 
To-Day’s Developments. 


The story of the sensational suit brought by 
Mrs. John Powers of Baltimore against the 
estate of John Mullanphy of st. Louis, with 
the strange story attached to the eult, as told 
in yesterday’s POST-DISPATCH, created a stir 
in St. Louls ciroles and has made the Mul- 
lanphy claimant’’ famous in a day. 

While her story of John Mullanphy’s crime 
and flight from his native country is general- 
ly discredited, the remarkable fact was to-day 
made even more apparent that there isnot a 
human being living in St. Louis who can dis- 
prove the story by any know- 
ledge of the life of John Mullanphy 
prior to his coming to America 
in 1794. Beyond a family tradition that he left 
Ireland, and going ‘to France enlisted in tne 
famous Irish Brigade of the Foreign Legion, 
subsequentiy coming to this country, absolute - 
ly nothing is known even by his descendants. 
The case will, beyead any question, develop 
into one of the most celebrated suits tried ia 
this country for years, and js likely to attract 
international interest, 


Mrs. Powers’ statement thet ber son, John 
W. Powers, an engineer, lived in St. Louis 
was not-veriied by the search of a Post-Dis- 
PATCH reporter this morning. John W. 
Powers, engineer, does reside at 
No. Lee avenue in this eity, 
but a call at that number developed 
the fact that the man was not a sen of the 
Mulianphy claimant, but instead, bas his 
mother livimg with dim in St. Leuis. Mrs. 
Powers, the mother, saia she was perfectly 
willing to be a Mullanphy heir, but bad no 
claim, not being a descendent of the John 
sald to have been defrauded bythe St. Louls 
millionaire. Herson, who is a mining en- 
gineer, is at present absent in Idaho. Other 
towns were visited, but po descendant of 
John Weich or party to the Baltimore suit 
were found. 

The older {citizens of St. Louls was much 
wrought up over the affair, and talked 
of little else to-day. Mr. Joseph 
O’ Neil, President of the Citizen’ 
Saving Bank, who was associated with 
Bryan Mulianphy for years in the manage- 
ment ot the St. Vincent de Paul Society, in 
the course of a long couversation with a Post- 
DISPALCH reporter this morning said it was 
a fact that nothing was Known of John’ Mul- 
lanphy’s lite in Ireland. In all the time I 
knew Dryan,’’ said Mr. O'Neli, he never 
told me one thing about bis father. They were 
very close mouthed people, the Mullanphys, 
but I don’t know of any cause why taey 
should have been. 

MULLANPHY’S WILL. 

The now celebrated will of old Joha Mul- 
lanphy, in which, it is claimed by Mrs. 
Powers, he made tardy restitution for his 
robbery of hie grandfather, John Walsh, 100 
years ago, bears no evidence of a de- 
quest for apy such purpose, and Is 
duly filed in the Probate Court record. 
The] will was certified to by 
Henry Christian, clerk of the Probate Court, 
Feb. 11, 1837, and disposes of the Mullanphy 
millions as follows: 

In the name of God, amen, I, Johan Mul- 
lanphy, being in sound and disposing mind 
and memory, make this my last will and 
testament.] ‘ 

I hereby give and bequeath tothe Roman 
Catholic Bishop of St. Louis for the time be- 
ing, or if there be no bishop, then to the 
highest dignitary of the Roman Catholic 
Church in said diocese, the sum of $2,000 for 
the sole and only purpose of erecting a chapel 
on the lot in the city of St. Louis 
heretofore conveyed by me for the use ot the 
Sisters of Charity, and on which lot the Sis- 
ters of Charity nowresidbut this legacy is 
upon the condition that the said Bishop shall 
furnisha clergyman to perform service in 
said chapel mags and every day in the year, 
as long as the Sisters of Charity continue an 
establishment on said iot. 

To the Roman Catholic Bishop of the dio- 
cese aforesaid for the use of the children 
brought up from time to time by the Nuns of 
the Sacred Heart of Jesus, on the foundation 
heretofore created 1 me at St. Louis, the 
yearly sum in annuity of $100 to be paid to 
said Bishop. 

I give and bequeath to my sister, Jane De- 
lany of Baltimore, the sum of $300 ayear, to 
be paid to her during her natural lite by semi- 
annual installments of $150 each. 

To my nephew Hugh Mullanphy of Cullen- 
wood, Dublin City in Ireland, I cive and be- 
queath the sum of £250 in sterling money. 

I give and bequeath}to the Sisters of Charity 
ia bt. Louis established on a foundation 
by me a mulatto child called Fanny, row 
aged about4 years and living with me: to 
have and to hold to said Sisters of Charity un- 
til she shall arrive at the age of 18 years. They 
are to learn her to read and write 
and treat her kindly, At the age 
of 18 years the said Fanny shall 
be free, absolutely, provided she shall have 
in the meantime conducted with propriety, 
and upon her marriage to some decent, 
orderly person after she shall become free, I 
give ano bequeath to her the sum of $200. 

After the ‘egacies and provisions herein 
before made, the one equal fourth of all my 
property tbrown into one fund and mass 
in the bands of said trustees is to 
be held for the use of my daugh- 
ter, Jane Chambers and der lawful 
issue. This f»urth lconsiderthe portion of 
two children, as I have nad eight, but as I am 
sure it was and would have been the intention 
of my deceased daughter Ellen togive her por- 
tion to the said Jane and her family, I now 
carry her presumed intention into effect. 

Another undivided fourth part of the gen- 
eral mass of my property conveyed to the 
trustees as aforesaid is to be held for the use 
of my son, Bryan Mullanphy, in the following 
manner: 

The testator then provides for the payment 
of $1,000 per annum to Bryan Mullanphy until 
be sball have attained the age of 25 years, at 
which time the trustees should account te him 
for the entire one-fourth part bequeathed by 
the will. Testator also provides for the 
payment by Bryan Mullanphy of the amount 
of $1,000 to testator’s duughter, Octavia, then 
in France, and probably to enter some gine, 
ious community. This amount to be paid 
during life from the gon, Bryan’s, iaherit- 
ance. 

SHARE AND SHARE ALIKE. 

The remaining halt of testator’s property is 
divided share and share alike to his daugh- 
ters, Catherine Graham, Ann Siddie, Mary 
Mullanphy and Eliza mie ted tay 

To his wife John“ Mullanphy Ts oot in 
lleu of dower, the annual sum of $1,000 during 
lite, payable in adyanve, and remitted semi- 
annuully to Paris. 

In the event of his son, Bryan’s death, be- 
fore his owa, John Mullanphy provided that 
his portion them belong tothe general mass 
and fund ef the estate. Along list of the 
properties bequeathed to Bryan Mullanphy 
then follows in the will, efter which are given 
at great length instructions to the trustees 
for the managemement and improvement of 
the real estate. 

In the event of the marriage of either of his 
daughters age or Eliza without the consent 
of a majority of the trustees old John Muilan- 
phy cut off the one so marrying with N as her 
portion of the estate. 

To Daniel MceGarras, a sick man under the 
care of the Sisters of Charity in St. Louis, 
he leaves alegacy of a payment ot $300 per 


week.

FORTUNATE STOCK HOLDEBS, 


Another Ruling ta the Case of the National 
xpress & Transportation Co. 


Judge Thayer in the United States Cirouit 
Court this morning again held that cases of 
John Glenn, trustee, against the heirs of 
James H. Lucas, Mra. Caroline Dimmock and 
G. R. Lockwood, which went to final judgment 


in 1887 were out of the jurisdiction of the 
court, and a motion for rehearing could not 
be entertained.

Glenn, 
the — Ae, trustees, brought suits in 1886 
or 187 to collect the money, and judgment 
wasgiven defendants, whe had set up the 
statute of iimitations asabar to the collec- 
tion of the unpaid 80 per cent of 
thin subscriptions. Several cases were ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court which 
recently reversed the finding of the lower 
court and *‘ remanded the case. 
The motion: were made for re- 
hearing in those cases in which the 
umount in controversy was less than $5,000, 
and whien in consequence could not de ap- 
pealed. This motion wag denied, as 
under the rules it was made three 
or four terms too late. The 
Court has again expressed that view, and 
those stockholders who were fortunate 
enough to have owed less than $5,000 on their 
subscriptions will go without paying any- 
thing.

A WILL QONTEST LIKELY TO LEAD TO 
MATKIMONIAL COMPLICATIONS. 


The Well Kaen Sporting Man's Greed fer 
Money May Make Him Defendant in a 
Bigamy Case— Helft Bronson’s Common 
Law Marriage With Duna—A Pretty 
Girl Tarns the Tables en Her Faint- 
Hearted Lever. 


New Ton, Oct. 10.—A Boston dispatch to 
the Sunsays: The Supreme Court of Magsa- 
chusetis will in afew days be called upon to 
arbitrate a peculiar family quarrel. The vil- 
lain in the case, for it isa melodrama, is Jere 
Dunn, the well-known New York sporting 
man. His enemies call bim a gambler, a 
murderer and abiackieg, while his friends 
give due prominence more or less to his 
brilliant career asaturfman. Jere made his 
debut as a bona fide family man whes he 
married Louise F. Nagle of Cambridge Novy, 
10, 1888, and then began the trouble 
which the courts will de called upon 
to settle. Jere was pot «& wel- 
come addition to the Nagle family 
eircle. The marriage was a clandeéestise affair 
and the family did not have an opportunity to 
interpose any objections until it was too late. 
Mrs. Nagle beileved that Dunn cared more 
for her money than for her paralytic daughter, 
and when sbe died she left her property so 
that Jere could net get it. The daughter, 
Jere’s wife, received property which yields an 
income of $1,000 a year; but the principal is 
held in trust. The arrangement did not sult 
Jere or wife, and the will was contested on 
the ground of undue influence. The Probate 
Court Justice sustained the will, but Jere ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court. 

THERE IS A ROMANTIC STORY 
behind this will contest which may make Jere 
a defendant in a bigamy case. There are two 
women who claim Dunn as a husband. One 
ot them sued him fora divorcealittie while 
ago and was nonsuited through the fault of 
her counsel, as she claims. That is another 
action inthe drama in which Jere Dunn is 
given the part ot the villain. In 1883, while 
Jere Dunn was ‘‘piaying the horses at the 
Cincinnati track, be met a young woman 
named Helf Bronson. Chief of Pelice Wap- 
penstein introduced them. When the horses 
were transferred to Chicago, Miss Bronson 
followed Jere tothatcity as hiswife. Their 
relationship was continued until 1885, 
Wherever Jere went Helft Bronson went also, 
and everywhere she was introduced as Mrs. 
Duna. The Great time they lived together 
in New York as busband and wile was Sept. 


17, 1888. Then they took rooms at 24 West 
Twenty-fourth street. From there they went 
to the Lelangn, where they registered as Mr. 
and Mrs. Dunn. Oo the night preceding 
their departure from that hotel, whea the 
receipted bili was returned by the call boy, 
Jere said to his wife: 

„ou want to take care of that, Neiile, 
That's your marriage certificate.’’ 

There had been s previous understanding 
between them with regard to their relation- 
ship. Heit Bronson had asked Jere to marry 
her, but Jere refused op the ground of 

CONSUIBNTIOUS SCRUPLES. 

But he explained to her the pecullarity of the 
New York marriage law and assured her that 
they were jus: as strongly united as if a min- 
ister of the gospe! had tied the knot. This ex- 
planation satisiied her, but when Jere gave 
her thereceipted hotel bill and told her te 
keep it asthe marriage certificate of Mr. 
Jere Dunn and wife’’ she obeyed. be atill 
has the slip of paper. At Saratoga and Baffalo 
and in New Lors, Jere introduced her to his 
acquaintances as his wife and all bis letters to 
her acknowledged her as such. Miss Bronson 
or Mrs. Dunn, as she claims to be, has a 
large number of missives. In spite of the 
relations, Jere Dunn madea runaway match 
with aparalytic daughter of a rich Boston 
liquor dealer, be bad ordered Heilt to burn all 
the letters she received from him and he 
thought she had obeyed bim. But she had 
saved all that would establish her position. 
Now she is glad she did so. Jere lived with 
her until 1885 and then having borrowed from 
her $10,000 in cash and about $6,000 worth of 
diamonds he left ber. 


An Enoch Ardear Story. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 10.—Minneapolis 
has furnished a case that parallels the one of 
Enoch Arden lu every detail. About twenty- 
five years age George Mckay wooed and won 


the daughter in a family that had emigrated 
from the South at the close of the war and 
settied in Southern Indiana. Everything 
9 went well with the young couple 
and two children, a boy and a girl, were born 
to them. In the course of time the family 
removed to Quincy. Here, fifteen years ago, 
the husband digappeared without giving any 
reasons and since that time no word 
nad been received trom him. It was finally 
reported that he was dead and this 
conclusion was accepted by his wife and rela- 
tives. After waiting eight years and being 
convinced that her husband was not in the 
land of the living, Mrs. McKay became Mrs. 
Wm. A. Gould and remov to this city. 
Everything since the second marriage went 
smoothly and the memory of the firet husband 
was forgotten. About ten days ago a person 
appeared on the scene of their domestic life, 
creating not only surprise, but consternation, 
among the members of the family. it was 
none other than George McKay, who, after a 
separation of fifteen years, had returned to 
claim hiswife. He had nothing to say for 
himselfas to where he had been, dut only 
asked bis one time wife to come 
and live wicb him. Mrs. Gould, in view of his 
nexplicable conduct, naturally was unwilling 
to return to him. Theciimaxto this strange 
case was reached last Sunday, and matters 
were settled without the aid oi the law or any 
other human agency, and the settlement Js 
final and irrevocable. Mrs. McKay (or Gould) 
died. A cancer had formed on her breast some 
time ago. Last June it was removed. The 
scar never healed but mortifiedand caused 
her death laet Sunday. McKay asked permis- 
sion to attend the funeral which was granted.

SOME OF THE CAUSES. 

There are many causes why stocks should 
be low, and these causes are not immediately 
removabie. In the first place there is astrong 
pressure to sell from people who bought for 
speculation during the time that money was 
so tight. It was generally supposed that 
when the stringency was relieved stocks 
would advance sharply, and those who had a 
few thousand dollat® to spare went 
into the market and bought, The 
anticipated rise did not take place, 
owing probably to the fact that as soon as 
the market showed signs of an advance this 
stock was rushed in, each holder desiring to 
get the advantage of the first rise, and conse- 
quently there was no rise at all. Whenever 
there have been efforts made to boom stocks 
these small holders have fed them out and 


effectually nullified the attempt to advance 
the market. 
EUROPEAN HOLDERS. 

„Within a week there has been a very heavy 
pressure on the bear side of the market from 
abroad, und this has greatly increased within 
the last few days, while there is scarcely any 
English money seeking investment here. At 
this season of the year there usually isa flow 
of money from England to this country, but 
this year is an exception.

an wheat and corn has stopped exports toa 
great extent, and the money that would, 
under ordinary circumstances, have been 
sent hereto pay for grain is retained on the 
other side of the ocean. The keen competi- 
tion between American railroads has cut 
down the profits to a very low figure in spite 
of an uncommonly large volume of business. 

ENGLISH LOSSES. 

To these reasons is added the fact that En- 
glish investors bave been unfortunate in 
maby of their foreign ventures, especially 
those in South America and South Africa. 
Great demands have been made on their re- 
sources, and to meet them American railroad 
stocks are offersed forsale. There bas been 
a heavy drain on the Bank of England, in- 
terest rates have been raised, and the 
reserve has failen very much indeed. 
Whenever this ie the case there is 
a pressure to sel! American stocks, 

and this has been severely felt in New York 
City lately. The fact that the eral trade of 
the country is unusually orisk is of disad- 
Vantage to the stock market, as men find 
plenty of employment for thetr capital and 
are not inclined tospeculiate.

BRIDGING THE TRACKS, 


THE MASONRY FOR THE TWENTY-FIEST 
STREET BRIDGE COMPLETED. 


The Contract for the Superstracture te Be 
Let Next Month—A Water Tower for the 
Fire Departmest—Progress of the New 
City Hall—Municipal Matters. 


The masonry forthe bridge to be erected 
over the railroad tracks at Twenty-first 
street has been finished and the contract for 
superstructure will be let next month. The 
bridge will be about 1,600 feet long,’’ said Mr. 
Carl Sayler, the bridge architect of the Street 
Department, this morning, ‘‘a little longer 
than eitherthe Eighteenth street bridge or 
the Grand avenue bridge. That will de the 
length of the superstructure, but the ap- 
proaches will extend it to Chouteau avenue on 
the south and Clark avenue on the north. The 
bridge preper will be of steel, and is to con- 
sist of three main spans of the ordinary truss 
kind, something like the spansof the Mer- 
chant’s Bridge, and a lot of little spans on 
each side, sixon thenorthand eight on the 
south. The middle span will be 200 feet long, 
and on each side will bea span of 150 feet, 
and therm come the shortspans. The entire 
width of the bridge will be 52 feet—a roadway 
32 feet wide, with a 10-foot sidewalk on each 
side. The superstructure is estimated to cost 
$130,000, the floorand railing $20,000 and the 
masonry $30,000, making $180,000 in all. The 
Jefferson avenue bridge cost $85,000; the 
Eighteenth street bridge, $190,000, and the 
Grand avenue bridge $450,000. 

The work of putting up the superstructure 
for the Twenty-first street bridge will be com- 
menced next spring, and the bridge will be 
opened some time nextfall. The crossings at 
Twenty-second and Twenty-third streets will 
then be closed, and the first crossing ona 
level with the tracks, between the Union 
Depot and Grand avenue, will be at Ewing 
avenue, the pointat which the next bridge 
built over the Mill Oreek Valley will probably 


be erected. It wil be built either there or at 
King’s highway, the decision not having 
been made as yet. 

Some day the Twelfth and Fourteeth street 
bridges will brobably be widened, as the mat- 
ter is talked of every year. While "Twelfth and 
Fourteenth street brigdes are 80 feet wide,the 
roadways of these two bridges are only 19% 
—_ and the sidewalks on each side only 6 feet 
Ww 6. 

The proposed footbridge at Ninth or Tenth 
street is also still talked of, but will not be 
built in the near future. Under the old plans 
made for it this bridge would cost about 315, 
000. The foetbridge at West Jefferson avenue 
cost $4,500. e 


Water Tower for Chief Lindsny. 


The Supply Commissioner let a contract this 
morning to the Kansas City Fire & Supply Co. 
fora water tower for the Fire Department. 
The tower is to be of the Hale pateat, 55 feet 


high with an extension tube 27 feet long, and 
is to cost $4,600. It will have 60 feet of hose 
inside ofthe tower fastened on to the 6-inch 
extension tube and an appliance at the 
end of the latter by which a powerful 
stream can be thrown in any direction from 
the top of the tube. The stream oan be 
directed from the ground, and four engines 
can play into the tower at the same time. 
Nozzies of three sizes will be supplied with 
the tower, and the contract calls for the de- 
livery of the machine within ninety days.
